Kingdome of. Bohemia: Arthis Wiſwaſſer the Prince 
was merby the Inhabitants, and brought into the 
_ Caſtle, and thereby. the Burgraues ap ointment 
(himſclfe being through ſickneſle vnable to. come 
to waite ypon. the Prince) hee was for that night 
enrcreained by the Cirizens with very good ob- 
Teruance. | Fits 
The next morning being the 14. of September, 
the Citizens broughthim on his way with an able 
- Conuoy of 150. horſe and foor, till hee paſt out of 
Bohemia into Leutznat7 or Luſatia , where ar his 
firſt entrancethe town{men of Gabe/ mer him, the 
chicfeof whichcompany in thename of the rown(- 
men wade a complementall Oration, intimaring 
their faichfullloues, and his moſt hearty welcome 
vnro them, The Oration being ended, hee was 
conducted by themtowards Gabel. Wichin halfe 
a miles zidinghe was met by atroope of horſe, be- 
Ing about 150. which wereient from the Marqueſſc 
ot legerenſderf. Here the Conuoy of Wiſwaſſer re- 
turned backe , and this troope

mile off from the Towne, he was met by a ſecond 
' rroupeof horſe; ſent alſo fromche ſaid Marqueſle 
of legerenſdorf, by which troupes his Highneſſe 
was conuoyecd to the City of Zittaw or Sittaw, 
ſtanding vpon the riuer of Nzeſſe.At the entrance 
whercof, he was recciued by two other troopes of 
| hotfe, and three companics of foot, beſides the 
Citizens themſelues ſtanding all intheir Armes 
on cach ſide, with muſicke of Trumpets on the 
Cathedrall Church, and Haultboyes on the tower 
of the Statehouſe, which ſounded vntill the Prince . 
was centred into his lodging. Befere which, by 
commandement of the towne,was placed aſtrong 
Guard of both horſe and foot, belides rwo compa» 
nies of foor placed within the gates in the Court, 
for defence of his perſon. And at each gate ofthe 
City for that night was ſet an extraordinary firong 
Court of Guard both of horſe and foot, the times 
being then dangerous, becauſe the Duke of Sax0- 
#y was then in Armes, and held his Leaguer be. 
fore the Ciry of Baxltzen, within foure miles to 
the North-Weſt of chat place, vpon the river of 
Spre ; and we were now vpon the borders of Meiſe 
/s, which is one of the Duke of Saxonres Coun. 


tries, and confines vpon Luſatia, by a long tra 
of ground. And thus tarre cuen from Prage in Bo- 
bemia vato Zittaw in Luſatia, our Court was full

terdinner they ſet forwards againe,and came that night to 
the Caſtle of T#x #don the Riuer Elxe. The place 

is fomething old , but whar it is, isinthe Marqueſle of 
Erandenburgs Dominions.

The'nextday being the 6. of OQober., the Princes 
av gt Forcſtof Nefingham, where they alſo 
ted; and that _—_ CO the Marqueſſes Lodge 
in the Forreſt : and thus farre the Marchioneſſe ſent her 
. place, furniture, and feruants to attendthe Princes, and 
d them hicherto at her own charges. Which from 
hence being the boundary ofthe Marquiſate on that fide, 
returned home againe towards Berline.

alſo, for that the Duke had nor made his pronifion for 


their entertainementat his Courtin ſuch aſhort warning. 
And in the meane his Highnes ſent in his own furniture 
for the Princes table, A cooumbded ſuch prouifſonto 
be broughrin, as the Country there abouts could afford 
fo that we had. there the next day by dinner time , all 
things fitring for enterrainement, 
The next day being the'9.of Ofober, the Princes ſeft 
the Colledge,and ſeron towards Wolfenbattell, the chicfe 
place of reſidence of the Duke of Brunſwick, & where the 
Court then was..But a little before we came to the Citty, 
the Duke of.; 
of the Ducky, dmers ofthe privy Councell,' with many 
Nobles and Gentlemen, came of the Towne, with 
many faire Companies of horſe,'to entertain the 2+ Prin- 
ces, & 19 wentalong together with them into the Town. 
Within which were diuers Companies of Souldiers with 
full Armies vnder their ſcucrall Enſignes with Colours 
flying, with Trumpets ſounding, Fifes playing, & Drums 
beating in warlike manner;yery gallant tobchold, which 
ſtood. along vatill wee catne to the Caſtle, The Hault- 
boyes and 'Cornets playing in the meane time from of 
the topofa.

Brunſwick being of the dire line, the elder houſe, and the 
greater Dukedome, The chicfe City bothrof Branfwick - 
_ and of all Saxony, is the Towne of Brunſwick, which 
piucs name to the whole Duchy, although the Court be 

moſt commonly kept at Wolfenbuttelt,, which with the 
whole Duchy we hauing left behind vs, etitred next into 
Cleneland. | 

The 16.0f October ſetting out fomewhart late, we ar- 
ryued the ſame night at a Citty called Belfield, where 
within a mile of the Towne, they were recemed by cer- 
taine trooges of horſe,and fo conueyed to the Citty, En- 
 tring the Gares, they weze welcomed witha peale of Or:
